Big‘Firm Boards To Require 


OTTAWA (CP) — A 
business corporations bill 
Introduced in the Com¬ 
mons Wednesday, along 
with existing provincial 
laws, would put resident 
Canadian directors in 
the majority on the 
boards of companies that 
dominate business in this 
country. 

The Canadian business cor¬ 
poration bill, moved by Ooti- 
aumer and Corporate Affairs 
Minister Herb Gray, would 
also require companies char-

lered federally to conform 
within five yeai's with the pro¬ 
posed act, including the re¬ 
quirement for Canadian direc¬ 
tors. 

-Gi^ said Thei'e are TTO.OOft 
corporaticRis in the coimtry of 
which 10 per cent are federally 
incoriK>rated. His department 
estimates these federal com¬ 


panies do up to 40 per cent of 
the nation's business. 

Ontario, where many of die 
country’s large corporatitms 
are chartered, and B.C. have 
provincial regulations requir¬ 
ing that Canadians make up 
at least half the board of 
directors rrf a provincial com¬ 
pany. 


Gray told reporters that 
Ontai’io, B.C. and federal 
charters cover more than half 
of all coiporations and that 
these companies virtually 
d^ninate— business in 
country.

The proposed legislation in¬ 
cludes concept of incorjio- 
ration “as a matter of right 
rather than privilege,“ simpli¬ 
fies incorporation procedures 
and contains new definitions 
of the rights and duties o_f_ 
directors. 

The rights of sharehpj.t^ggs 
are increased. permitting 
them to initiate bylaws and 
amendments, repeal existing 
bylaws, remove directors at 
any time by ordinary resolu¬ 
tion and amend a compan>'’s 
articles of incorjioration. 

In simplifying incorporation 
prot^eedings. any individual 
would be able to incorporate 
by completing certain hirma- 
litles and sending in i^equired 
forms and fees. 

There would be no need to 
stale the aims or objectives of 
proposed corporations. The 
bill says corporate entities 
are to have all the rights. 
|)owrrs and privileges of a 
natural person in law.

WELLINGTON. N.Z. (Reuter) — 
Spieculation that France is ready to set 
otf Its scheduled nuclear test blast in the 
Pacific grew today as a protest yacht 
was towed from the test zone. 

The 10>foot civilian yacht Fri, owned 
and skippered by American David Moo- 
die. was only 22 miles from the Mururoa 
Atoll test site early Wednesday when she 
was boarded by French sailors and 
taken in tow. 

Nothing w'as heard from-the 16 people 
aboard the Fri — eight of them New 
Zealanders and five others French paci¬ 
fists - after she w^s boarded. New 
Zealand reporter David Barber reported 


from the New Zealand navy frigate 
Otago. 

TTie warship, also sailing on a protest 
mission round the perimeter of France’s, 
proclaimed 72-mile security zone around 
the atoU, made nq move to assist the Fri 
at the yacht’s request — but kept in 
radio-contact'with her until the FYenrh 
navy imervened. 

Immigration Minister Fraser Colman 
of New Zealand is on the Otago, who.se 
captain. Cmdr. Alan Tyrrell, had been 
, ordered not to assist the Fri unless the 
crew’s lives were in danger.

WASHINGTON (UPl) 

ITie U.S. government’s anti- 
trust complaint against 
'‘Amertea't eight biggest oil 
companies may result iii 'the 
firms being forced to tell 
some of their refineries, a 
Federal Trade Commission 
of/iclals said Wednesday, 
James Halverson, dirwtnr 
of the Bureau of Competition, 
said he could not envision a 
solution to’ the pmblem that 
would Tiotdnvolve divestiture, 
although several other anti¬ 
trust actions are jxissible. 

But Halverson sakl the case 
^vill not result in an immedi¬ 
ate end td the gasoline short¬ 
age. Kventually there will be 
an easing, if the government 
la. a We to restore more in¬ 
dependent gasoline stations to 
operation, but that may be a 


“long way down the road,*’ he 
said. I 

Halverson headed the two- 
year FTC study that resulted 
'I’uesday in an antitrust com¬ 
plaint diarging that Exxon, 
Texaco, Gulf, Mobil^ Standard 
of C^aUfomia, Standaid of In-'^ 
diana. Shell and Atlantic 
Richfield bad conspired to 
monopolize the refining of pe¬ 
troleum products. 

'rhe charges were vigorous¬ 
ly denie-i Wednesday by 
Exxon, Tekaco, Standard * 
California, Shell and Atlantir 
Richfield. Mobil and Standard 
(Indiana) said they had ncd 
seen the complaint, but ques¬ 
tioned its conclusions. Gulf 
said it is working on a state¬ 
ment which it expects to issue 
soon. 

Ibe KIX! had alleged In a 
complaint that practices em¬ 


ployed since 1950 by the eight 
major oil companies re¬ 
sulted in the current gasoline 
shortage and exel udcd some 
indeiiei^ents from the in¬ 
dustry. 

M. A. Wright, chairman an^l 
chie^ executive of Exxon, 
AmeriiTa's od giant, said the 
facts “will clearly show that 
the petroleum industry is 
highly competitive.” 

Texaco, the nation’s second 
biggest oil company, said the 
dieories apparently (contained 
in the FTC reix>rt “arc not 
new and have b^n considered 
and rejected on many pre¬ 
vious occasion.s." 

A s(x>kesman for Standard 
Oil of California said “There 
is absolutely no truth to any 
-charges that we have con- 
spirp^ with others In violation 
of the antitrust laws.” 


♦ Mobil, Oil said thixxigh a 
s[>okesman that the company 
has iV)t yet seen the com¬ 
plaint but had access to the 
staff refxirt on which it as-- 
sumes it was based. ' 

“We totally disagree ^ith 
the conclusions reached in 
that report — conctiisicHis we 
believe to be erroneous, a po¬ 
sition we are confident will be 
sustained," he said. 

In Houston, the president of 
Shell Oil Co. said the chai*gcs 
could result in higtier gasoline

'Hie climax to the fVi’* |)ro- 
test voyage came on its 118th 
day at sea after its ci-ew had 
defied a French mine.sweep- 
er’* request to leave the lest 
zone* 

The la.st moments before 
the boarding were relayed by 
radio to Barber and an<ither 
joumahist on the Otago. 

The Fri’s radio went dead 
shortly after Moodie said that 
13 sailors from the 1.750-ton 
French frigate Doudart de 1a-’ 
gree had come aboaid to take 
the yacht in tow. 

“They’re about to take over 
the radio,”. Moodie said sec¬ 
onds before the Otago's last 
contact. Repeated attempts to 
regain radio contact failed. 

The Fri was bo.xed jn by the 
frigate, minesweeper and an¬ 
other French navy ship when 
it was boarded. In the hours 
of darkness, before the Fri 
was boarded and later, the 
Otago detected continuous** 
movements by French aircraft 
in the test zone. 

lTie Fri sailed from ttie 
New Zealand port of Whan- 
garei last March 20 and has 
covered more than 7.700 miles 
in the last six weeks, -mainly 
under sail because of a faulty 
engine. 

It was only two nights ago 
that the Fri took on fresh sup¬ 
plies, which could have kept it 


in the test zone for another 
two months. 

The 20-year-old French 
ocean minesweeper iXinker- 
quiose, based in Tahiti, b^an 
Wednesday's drama as it 
steamed up 50 yards astern of 
the Fri. 

The yacht’s crew hurriedly 
put on lifejackets, fearing 
they would be rammed by the 
warship which was flying a 
Signal: “We ai*e manoeuviing 
with difficulty.” 

Three men from the mines- 
we^>er had earlier boarded 
tlie Fri from a boat wnth a 
message from the admiral 
commanding the French Pa¬ 
cific Fleet at the Pacific fest 
centre, requesting them to 
sail from the zone. 

The message said: “You 
have not left Muniroa .securi¬ 
ty zone ... I will have you 
towed." 

Skipper Moodie then tor^ 
over from the JYi’s radio 
operator Tony Martin to say 
this would probably be their 
last message. 

The minesweeper moved off 
but returned to receive the 
Fri’s reply that it intended to 
continue its right to sail in in¬ 
ternational waters. 

The boarding began *.>nie 
80 minutes later. Accom¬ 
panied by the yacht's graphic 
radio account of the last mo¬ 
ments of its protest voyage.

Weicker peered across the 
committee table at Ulasewicz 
and had the witness describe 
how the original Watergate 
defendants were in prison and 
the senator concluded: "I 
think what we see here is not 
a ,|oke, but a very great trage- 
dy.”

OTTAWA (UPI) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau has flatly 
rejected opposition leader 
Robert Stanfield's suggestion 
that a special preliminary 
cpmmittee be sent to Wash- 
ington to explain Canada's po¬ 
sition on the Irans-Alaska 
pipeline. 

Trudeau said any sui-h 
move would create a ‘preiKJs- 
tenxB situation. If any invita¬ 
tion were issued to membom 
of Parliament, that would be 
different,” he said. 

Lata*, he told newsmen out¬ 
side the House that "if some 
want to go down there and 
meet Congress, I have no ob¬ 
jection. What I did rule out 
was barging in on another 
country’s congress and say- 
t n g, ‘Now, you listoi 
here ..” 

Stanfield's suggestion fol¬ 
lowed the U.S. Spate's ap¬ 
proval Tuesday otf an exemp¬ 
tion for the project from the 
U.S. Environmwitai^ Policy 
Act of 1969. 

Canada has long opposed 
the project because of the 
threat of oil spilla from 
tankers which would ship 
Alaskan oil from the port of 
Valdez to Cherry Point, Wash. 

Stanfield's motion did not 
receive the required unani¬ 
mous consent of the parlies 
and could not even be [)ut to 
the House of Commons. 

Trudeau said Canada had 
not reached the point where 
nothing further oo^d be done 
to prevent the United States 
from going ahead with the 
project.

OTTAWA (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau announced 
broadened conflict-of-interest 
rules Wednesday that will ob¬ 
ligate all cabinet ministers to 
dispose of their personal fi¬ 
nancial interests or place 
them out frf reach in frozen or 
blind trust funds. 

He told the Cnonmons .the 
ruj^s idve ' greater precision” 
but make no radical depar¬ 
ture from practice followed 
by him and his Liberal pre¬ 
decessor, I.,cster Pearson. 

The rules apjity over and 
above proposed conflict-of-in- 
toiest legislation (he govern¬ 
ment outlined in a working 
paper Tues<lay and plans to 
introduce sometime in the 
ne.xt session of Parliament. 

No attempt will be made to 
draft legislation embodying 
the add(^ rules for cabinet 
ministers. Trudeau said rules 
adopted on a policy basis, are 
preferable to legislation be¬ 
cause of the complexity of 
the situation. 

"Our policy leaves each 
minister with a heavy onus to 
conduct personal affairs in a 
manner which must not 
conflict dr appear to conflict 


with his puhlH^ duties and re- 
s{x)nsibilties.’ 

Another announcement, the 
third, is expected soon on con- 
flict-^-interest rules for pub¬ 
lic servants and those who 
hold office in government 
agencies and orqwn coipora- 
tions. t 

Trudeau said a study of this 
area is under way but the sit¬ 
uation for public servants is 




romplic^Hted by tlie variety dC 
jobs involved. 

In line %vith present prac¬ 
tice, he said, all ministers will 
be asked to resign direc¬ 
torships in commercial or 
profit-making corporations be¬ 
fore taking office and to sever 
all active business, commer¬ 
cial or professional connec¬ 
tions while they reipain in the 
cabinet. 


Personal financial inv^t- 
ment sliould not preclude a 
person from becoming a cabi¬ 
net minister, Trudeau said, 
but “great caudon” must be 
exercised in dealing with busi¬ 
ness holdings. 

As a result, some minlstere 
may , be asked to diivest them¬ 
selves completely of their 
holdings because of particular 
dirties they perform as mln- 
tstqrs. jf

He asked the vet¬ 
eran FBI director about cur¬ 
rent rumors that Nixon was 
pressuring him to retire. 

Tully s^ Hoover "grinned 
his crooked girin" and replied: 

"Not any more there's not. 
I put the kibosh on those 
jaspers who want to get rid of 
me. I saw the president a cdu- 
ple of months ago and we 
agreed that I would stay on 
the job."

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Mr. Barrett’s ‘Impact’ 


rpo PUT IT kindly, little imagination is dis- 
1 played by Pi-emier Barrett in his last-resort 
move to save the B.C. coast from the inevitable 
spills in super-tanker shipment of Alaska oil. Even 
if Prime Minister Ti-udeau heeded his advice and 
beetled off to Washington, what makes him think 
anyone would listen, let alone President Nixon, to 
a plea for reversal of the Valdez pipeline decision? 

^e premier says a direct apical by the prime 
minister "would have the kind of dramatic impact 
necessary to change this decision.” And he ex¬ 
pands on that saying, “. . . we’ve reached the 
time now where one neighbor has to go to the 
house of the other neighbor and tell him he is 
doing something in his garden that will affect this 
whole country.. It's time now to do some talking 
over the kitchen table'so to speak.” 

Mr. Barrett should find another script writer 
for his "dramatic impact” plots, or leave the chore 
to Hollywood, even though there is some original¬ 
ity in his idea—more so, at least, than the inland 
rail-carrier plan he proposed earlier this year. 
That was the one borrowed from an old study 
pushed by the two national railways and the Cana¬ 
dian Transport Commission and modified slightly 
to make B.C. the i-eceiver of tank cars rather than 
Alberta. 

But it didn’t have any more hope than this 


latest idea to change the trans-Alaska pipeline plan 
in which the decision to pi-occcd has appeaixxl m 
inevitable as the damage to come. The Nixon ad¬ 
ministration, without a doubt, has had its mind 
. made up on sea shipment of North Slope oil from 
the day development started of massive refinery 
facifities at Cherry Point in Washington. 

It is here where some "dramatic impact” 
effort should be made. . <■ i 

Energy Minister Donald Macdonald says Can¬ 
ada must give priority to negotiations on shipping 
routes for the Alaska tankers: "One of our objec¬ 
tives should be by negotiation with the U.S. to 
seek the avoidance of big tanker movements into 
Puget Sound, just south of Vancouver.” 

It could be he has in mind an early offer Cm- 
ada made to supply pipeline crude to Cherry Point 
provided the Trans-Alaska pipeline was abandoned. 

The same offer could be made with different 
conditions. Canada could still pipe enough oil to 
Cherry Point to keep the refineries busy if the 
United States would keep tankers out of Juan de 
Fuca and adjacent watere, and offload Alaska oil 
further south. The tankers could stay well out to 
sea where oil spills can be mopped up without 
gteat risks to shorelines — British Columbia’s in 
particular. 

Why not work on that one? 


A Firm Hold 


T here were seven items in the provin¬ 
cial court coliunn in Tuesday’s editions of this 
newspaper. EXwry one of them had to do with the 
use of a “crutch.” But there were no broken 
bones or torn tendons. It was something else—the 
seemingly increasing social breakdown that calls 
for the "aid” of drugs and alcohol. 

It wasn’t an out-of-the-ordinai-y court column. 
Most of them these days are overloaded with cases 
of narcotics possession and alcohol impairment. 
But it serves better than some to show where the 
disintregation is greatest, and how it is being 
.treated unsuccessfully. 

Of eight people involved in the seven items al) 
but one are young in years. Their ages range from 
18 to 24. One pleaded guilty to alcohol impair¬ 
ment, the othei-s to possession of LSD, hashish, 
marijuana, MDA. 

In one of the drug cases a jail sentence was 
imposed because of previous convictions, a short 
one, and in the others fines were levied in the 
amounts of $75, $100 and $150. The alcohol im¬ 
pairment cases brought the usual fines of $350, 
with an additional $200 penalty for breathalyzer 
test refusal by the one odd-man-out older person, 
a 48-year-old. 

Nothing new is revealed in this surface- 
scratching analysis of the Tuesday court column 
with its placing of emphasis on the young. But it 
explains the wire service story out of Ottawa last 


month about use of the drog “ci-utch” in foreign 
travel. 

It was about the Consumers’ Association of 
Canada feeling a need to warn young Canadians on 
the travel "kick” that they can be put away for 
long periods in most other lands for having the 
smallest poke of marijuana in their jeans. It should 
be a well known fact that drogs of any sort are 
not looked upon elsewhere as kindly as $75 or $150 
fines. Widespread publicity has been given over 
the years to individual cases of severe treatment 
received by young travellers on the foreign road. 
But it has done little to break habits foimed at 
home. 

Over a 10-months period, up to late May this 
year, 63 Camadians were arrested in Mexico on 
drug charges: there were 13 in jail in Paris two 
months ago; 21 were taken into custody in Morocco 
during the first five months of this year, and eight 
in London in the same period; while in Spain the 
count for the past year was 10. 

Stories of detention for periods of up to two 
years before court appearance even, and then sen¬ 
tences of many more years, have made little differ¬ 
ence it would seem. 

It all points to the firmness of the hold that 
has been taken on the "crutch” and neither heavy 
nor light-handed treatment is going to break it, 
apparently. 


Portugal’s War in Mozambique 


On the English-language 
radio the South African disc 
jockeys tell the holiday¬ 
makers to have a happy day. 
At the July bullfights this 
year there will be two Cabal¬ 
leros, two matadors, and the 
bulls, as usual, will be import¬ 
ed from Portugal. 

Along the pavement cafes It 
is easy to spot the white Rho¬ 
desians among their South Af¬ 
rican kith and kin by the way 
they summon the waiters with 
stem mess cries of “stew¬ 
ard." Perhaps the strangest 
thing about life in Mozambi¬ 
que is that it should be at 
once both a playground and a 
battlefield for tiia rest of 
white South Africa. 


The South African news¬ 
papers* which are noted for 
their foreign coverage, usual¬ 
ly give a fair amount of space 
to Ihe campaigns Portugal is ■ 
fighting to retain Its three Af¬ 
rican possessions. They also 
carry photographs of wounded 
soldiers in advertisements 
placed by the Angola- 
Mozambique Soldiers' Corn- 
forte Fund, which has Just 
supplied a military hospital 
here with a fully-equipped 
surgical unit. 

None oi this deters in Ifie 
■lightest the escapers from 
South Africa’s antique Cal¬ 
vinism and the .adventurers 
from the EngHsh suburbia 
that is much of Rhodesia, 
pour Into Lourenco Marques 
daily in search of a little 
Latin naughtiness. For in the 
territorial capital there are 
few reminders that Portugal 
is confronted by the most vio¬ 
lent black challenge to white 
supremacy in Southern Afri¬ 
ca. 

There are, it Is true, plenty 
of soldiers riding about in 
jeeps wearing the contem¬ 
porary camouflage uniforms 
of the military almost every¬ 
where. But it is rare to see a 
weapon. Frelimo (the Mozam¬ 
bique Liberation Front) has 
not yet turned urban guerrilla 
and there are no Belfdsts in 
Mozambique. Yet while the 
tourists sip their drinks, mar^ 
veiling perhaps at the oc¬ 
casional black who can afford 
to rub shoulders with them in 
a society without a legislated 
color bar, the war gets bloo¬ 
dier. 

In Mozambique It Is almost 
a decade old now; In Angola

and Guinea-Bissau it is slight¬ 
ly older. The combined ca¬ 
sualties are 13.000 dead in U 
years of fighting. 

At one time the main weap¬ 
on in Frelimo's armory was 
the land mine — often in a 
wooden case and therefore 
difficult to detect electronical¬ 
ly. Over the years both their 
arms and their efficiency 
have improved. Since No¬ 
vember they have been using 
122-millimelre Russian rock¬ 
ets — an old favorite of the 
Viet Q)ng. There have recent¬ 
ly been reports of a rocket at¬ 
tack on a military airfield at 
Estima, near Cabora-Bassa, 
where 46 rockets fired after 
dark are said to have killed 
five Portuguese. 

The guerrillas also seem to 
have improved their anti¬ 
aircraft capability. In Febru¬ 
ary the Guinea rebels shot 
down and killed a Portuguese 
pilot, while at least one mili- 
taiy communique in Mozam¬ 
bique has referred to an air- 
cr^t mysteriously blowing up 
in mid-air. 

Diplomats here and else¬ 
where in Africa say that it is 
no secret that a considerable 
amount of hardware has been 
diverted to the African guer¬ 
rilla movements from South¬ 
east Asia now that the Viet¬ 
nam war at last appears to be 
running down. In the border 
areas with Tanzania and 
Zambia their increased fire¬ 
power appears to have given 
the guerrillas confidence to 
move about in larger forma¬ 
tions. In an attack op a 
border outpost in the north¬ 
east a few weeks ago mortars 
were used and 10 Portuguese 
soldiers were killed. 


But In recent months the 
fiercest fighting has undoubt¬ 
edly been around the <!labora- 
Bassa dam project, although 
other areas have actually 
quietened down slightly. 

It has been estimated that 
the Portuguese have In Mo-, 
zambique (very rou£^y) 
60,000 Eumpeaiv and African 
troops facing about 7,000 Fre¬ 
limo guerrihas. There are two 
elite African units: the Grou- 
pos Especias who wear black 
uniforms with yellow berets 
and contain several Frelimo 
converts to the Portuguese 
cause. ’Then there is a regi¬ 
ment of black paratroopers. 


about 4,000 strong. The Grou- 
pos Espedas are usually 
based near the village they 
were brought up in and gener¬ 
ally work in a platoon 
straigth of about 30 men. 

In addition there is the Mill- 
cia, a sort of full-time home 
guard, who also wear black 
uniforms but do not have the 
Espedas’ yellow berets or 
special training. The ordinary 
infantry regiments are also 
mixed — since the overseas 
territories are considered to 
be as much Portugal as Lis¬ 
bon, conscr^tion is universal 
— so it is said to be quite 
common to have European 
privates under black NCOs 
and officers. But there are no 
field marshals’ batons for the 
Africans: they are not permit¬ 
ted to rise above captain. 


The Portuguese claim that 
almost 60 per cent of their 
forces in the field are “non- 
Euit^^ean" (besides Africans 
they include Chinese, Goanese 
and Pakistanis). 

It is not until the visitor 
reaches Tete on the banks of 
the Zambesi — two hours’ 
flight from the capKal ~ that 
he sees his first real signs of 
war: a sandbagged gun em¬ 
placement with a single anti¬ 
aircraft gun (though Frelimo 
has not yet achieved an air 
force) and three Fiat G-91 jet 
fighters with their cockpit 
canopies open and weapon 
pods beneath their wings.

One of Frelimo’s first rock¬ 
et attacks was against the air¬ 
field, though they had not 
learned to use them then and 
did not cause much damage. 
In Tete itself armed soldiers 
are everyA^diere, kicking up 
great dust clouds with their 
elderly Volkswagen trucks in 
which they sit on coitral 
benches back-to-back like 
ghosts from the Afrika Korps. 

The main task of the army

for the whole of white South¬ 
ern Africa (the South Africans 
are paying for It) and those ot 
its neighbors vriio play their 
political cards right. Pres¬ 
ident Kaunda of Zambia has 
described it as a “crime 
against humanity" and Freli¬ 
mo has sworn to destroy it. 

It would take considerably 
more than Frelimo to storm 
the dam itself. There are 
three lines of defences: the 
first is that the villages 
around the dam have been 
cleared and their inhabitants 
grouped into aldeamentos — 
fortified settlements.

of the federal machine must 
be restored. 

So he proposed h!s register 
of lobbyists in which lawyers, 
public relations specialists, 
retired politicians -- and 
some not retired * .and aU 
those special pleaders trying 
to do teisiness with the gov¬ 
ernment would be required to 
list themselvTS. 

He further would have re¬ 
quired them to give a full ac¬ 
counting of who their clients 
were, and how they spent the 
“influence nvMiey" re¬ 

ceived.

The ghmt British food firm 
Rank, Hovis, McDougall is 
the leader in the production of 
"second generation" meat 
substitutes and its re¬ 
searchers are still engrossed 
in the ticklish problems of 
achieving acceptable taste 
and texture in their product. 


The head of RHM’s re¬ 
search projects, Dr. Arnold 
Spicer, says that he expects 
fungal-protein to have two to 
10 per cent of the world meat 
maiket by the end the 
1970's. ' 

He says: "Fungal-protein 
holds the promise of cheap 
protein for all parts of the 
world because it can be pro¬ 
duced from any local carbo¬ 
hydrate source such as pota¬ 
toes, yams or sugar. It should 
do much to ease the protein 
shortage In underdeveloped 
countries."

WASHINGTON (UPl) — 
Senator William Proxmire 
(D—Wia.) charged Wednes¬ 
day that many generals and 
admirals are "providing 
themselves with unbelievable 
luxuries and special privi¬ 
leges at public expense." 

In remarks prepared for de¬ 
livery to the senate, Proxmire 
said the military "is fast be¬ 
coming luxury-bound ... it is 
time to return to the ‘lean, 
mean’ officer corps concept 
that is 80 necessary for mili¬ 
tary preparedness." 

The "soft life" examples 
edted by Proxmire included: 

• Officers above the rank 
of major, dependents and 
some retired officers can get 
free airplane vacation flights 
anywhere in the world, and 
more than 336,000 tree over¬ 
seas triipa were provided by 
the Pentagon last year. 

• Milltaiy personnel are 
assigned to colonels and gen¬ 
erals on such vacation trips to 
handle their bags, arrange for 


cars and escort them Ihrou^ 
customs. 

• Besides basic pay, hous¬ 
ing and food allowances total¬ 
ing $40,030, four-star generals 
and admirals receive special 
tax and retirement benefits, 
free medical care and com¬ 
missary privileges bringing 
total pay to more than $51,000 
a year. That compares with 
$42,500 paid their bosses, the 
secretaires of the three ser¬ 
vices. 

• Three-star generals and 
admirals also are ^ven per¬ 
sonal allowance of $500 a year 
to spend as they see fit Four 
star generals and admirals 
get $2,200 and members of the 
joint chiefs ctf staff $4,000. 

• One hundred and se¬ 
venty-eight plans are assigned 
to top level officers and many 
"are used as personal air¬ 
craft" 

• Enlisted men are as¬ 
signed to many generals and 
admirals as personal servants 
to "keep house, cook, chauf¬ 
feur, garden and run, 
rands."

NEW YORK (UPI) - Sev¬ 
eral of America's leacung 
banks Wednesday raised their 
prime lending rates — those 
charged top^ated business 
borrowers —* a quarter-point 
to 8>/6 per cent, with predic¬ 
tions of still higher rates to 
come. 

If the increase to 8H per 
cent becomes general, as is 
expected, the rate will match 
the level reached during the 
so-called “credit-crunch” of 
1969-1970. 

“I don’t believe we are 
witnessing a credit-crunch as 
yet,” said Paul Luftig, pres¬ 
ident of Franklin National 
Bank of New York. “But we 
don’t see any downtrend in 
our credit requests, and 
money still is costing us a lot. 
We could well see higher 
prime rates in the near fu¬ 
ture.”

LONDON — The art market 
boom' continues to flourish 
here, with new sources of sa¬ 
leable paintings and- 
memorabilia expanding. No¬ 
body seems to know if, bow or 
when it all might end; 

“No sign of a buyer’s revolt 
ye4,’’ one sales specialist re¬ 
ported cheerfully: 

“People still have money to 
spend, art investment trusts 
are in the Market. Some 
banks are buying and more 
corporaticms, especially conti¬ 
nental European firms, are 
bidding at sales,” the special¬ 
ist went on. “Some buyers are 
spending for good value — 
and some are buying absolute 
bloody rubbish," he added. 

The specialist declined iRti- 
dently to define “rubbish." 

However, leafing through a 
recent auction catalogue he 
pointed to a photographic re¬ 
production (in black and 
white) of a brown paper par¬ 
cel 12 by 9 by 13^ inches in 
size. 

“That parcel sold for 1,000 
pounds (about 32,500),” he 
said with distaste, “one thou¬ 
sand pounds!” 

What was In the pared, he 
was asked. “Don’t know,” he 
replied, “it wi^’t opened for 
the sale and the buyer, a 
Frenchman, said he wasn’t 
going to open it.” 

Old masters *yield the most 
spectacular sales proceeds, 
many of them for record 
amounts. A small pand of 
"Christ’s descent into limbo” 
byt the 15th century Italian 
artist Andrea Mant^ma sold 
for 31.25 million recently. 

Picasso’s Le Nort from the 
late Edward G. Robinson’s 
collecticxi brought more than 
3693,000, the highest ever paid 
for a Picasso. 

Why such prices? Who pays 
them? How many more 
master art works are avail¬ 
able for sale? 

' * B u y e r 8 purchase for 
various reasons,” said the 
specialist. “Because th^ 
have the money. Because they 
want what they buy for 
investment” against depre¬ 
ciating or fluctuating world 
currencies. 

* 

“How many masters are 
left? Well, some will continue 
trickling dnto the market 
from estates, but their 
numbers are decliping as 
more of them go into muse¬ 
ums,” the specialist went on. 

'That decline, he continued, 
is having several effects in 
the art market — it is bring¬ 
ing up for sale at sometimes 
astonishing prices some of the 
lesser artists’ works of the 
Dutch, impressionist and 
other schools, and op^idng up 
some new sources of art hith¬ 
erto sidestepped by many 
auctioneers. 

Prices for Chinese art 
works, which had been Inch¬ 
ing up steadily the last dec¬ 
ade, “are going through the 
roof;" 

Works by artists “nobody 
ever heard of” are attracting 
surprising prices: 

Articles “we wouldn’t touch 


for sale 10 to 20 years ago' ’ ^ 
such as railway station name 
plates, old photographs — 
now are viewed by some 
buyers and being auctioned as 
art. 

The art boom, the specialist 
said, is being fueled by rising 
values on Victorian and mod¬ 
ern as distinguii^^ from ccxi- 
temporary Amerftan paint¬ 
ing, high prices for the dwin¬ 
dling supply of old masters, 
changing concepts of what 


c<vistitute art, investment 
buying — and hi^er valua¬ 
tions on such items as flap¬ 
per-age lamps, and old cars. 

“Don’t laugh about cars,” 
he admonished. “It’s possil^ 
your Model T Ford may be 
listed as art one day, as the 
manifestation of a certain 
period in time, in history^ 
Who knows today what is art 
tomorrow? Remember, Van 
G<^ couldn’t sell his pictures 
while he lived.”

Soldier

ish soldier on a foot patrol 
near the Irish Republic 
border Wednesday was in¬ 
jured by a mine blast. An¬ 
other squad investigating the 
hurling of a bomb into a store 
narrowly escaped an ajinbush, 
the army said. 

The injured solcber, who 
was felled by a mine near 
Clogher, weis flown by heH- 
copter to a Belfast hospital. 
The other members of his 
patrol escaped unhurt, an 
army spokesman said. 

Earlier, a group of sbbdiers 
was on its way to inspect an 
explosive-filled package that 
was hurled tinrough a Ballin- 
derry shop window when a 
mine in a roadside culvert ex¬ 
ploded.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
International Pacific Salmon 
FUherieB Ommission says a 
proposed second-stage devel- 
opmmt d the Nechako- 
Kemano power development 
In northwestern B.C. could 
harm one of the major rear¬ 
ing areas for sockeye salmon. 

The warning is sounded in 


the <H>mmissiGn’8 annual re¬ 
port for 1972. 

The Nechako-Kemano . dev¬ 
elopment is one of several 
recommended by the B.C. En¬ 
ergy Board in Its report last 
year on the province’s power 
requirements to 1990. 

It calls for diverting the 
flow of the Nechako River 
above Kenney Dam, which 


the salmon commission saya 
will produce greatily. reduced 
flows bn sockeye migration 
routes to Francois and 
Fraswer Lakes, about 100 
miles west of Prince George. 

The commission says past 
experience in the area show 
that the reduced flow will re¬ 
sult in increased water tem¬ 
peratures that MAxUd hinder 
salmon reproduction. 


. “Since Francois Lake is one 
of the major sockeye rearing 
areas which* tite commission 
has recommmded be brought 
into full production ... care¬ 
ful consideration will have to 
be given to requirements for 
protecting the sockeye runs to 
Fraser-Francois lake sys¬ 
tem,” say the report. 

The commission also urges 


careful consideration of an en¬ 
ergy board proposal to divert 
the McGregor River, north of 
' Prince George, into the bead- 
waters of the Peace River to 
provide additional power on 
Peace River projects. 

It says the diversion would 
reduce peak flows in the 
Fraser River, possiblyy affect¬ 
ing many runs migrating 
there.

Fish Drop 
Blamed 
On N-Test 


ADAK, Alaska (AP) — An 
Atomic Energy Commission 
scientist has denied that a No¬ 
vember 1971, underground nu¬ 
clear test on Amchitka Island 
caused a disastrous salmon 
run on Alaska's Bristol Bay. 

AEC effects scientist Dr. 
Mel Merritt made his state¬ 
ment Tuesday during a tour 
of the wind-swept island in 
the'Aleutian chain headed by 
AEC Chairman Dr. Dixy Lee 
Ray. 

Merritt said the federal 
agency has no plans for a 
study to determine if there is 
a connection between the 
blast and this year's disas¬ 
trous 1.5-milliop Bristol Bay 
salmcm run, the worst in the 
state's history. 

The run was only 25 per 
cent of lastyear’s effort. 


Gilbert Eldridge, a fisheiws 
officer from the Federal Pro 
tection Branch in St. An- 
drews, N.B., said he visited 
Westfield Beach Tuesday and 
unearthed three or four buck¬ 
ets of fish. He said they were 
“mostly course fish such as 
suckers, perch and chub . .. 
and a couple of small salm¬ 
on.” 

He said fish were killed in a 
department tagging program. 

Wilson said thei^ were “a 
lot of salmon killed.” taken 
ashore and buried on the 
beach. He said he became 
suspicious of the operation 
and went to investigate, find¬ 
ing the buried fish. 

Oandall said he visited the 
area Monday night and found 
rotting fish on the surface of 
the sand. 

‘T assume animals rooted 
them up,” he said. “The 
smell would kick you fiat.” 

Wilson said he is asking the 
fisheries department to ex¬ 
plain why so many salmon 
have been killed and buried. 
He said salmon killed during 
such an operation are suppos¬ 
ed to be given to charitable 
organizations.

A plan for « new Victoria 
visitors bureau will come be¬ 
fore. Victoria council within ti 
month, tourism chairman Aid. 
Bill Tindall said Wednesday. 

Tindall said he was con¬ 
fident the new bureau could 
take up from where the old 
one left off. provided Greater 
Victoria mundcipelities and 
die business community could 
each "give a little" in an at¬ 
tempt to work out financing. 

He expects that when his 
recommendation for a rejuve¬ 
nated bureau (details of 
which are still being worked 
out) goes to council a special 
"steering committee" will be 
set up to hammer out cost- 
sharing problems that have 


dogged the Greater Vicfr>ria 
Visitors and CJonvention 
Bureau. 

The 61-year-old bureau will 
cease to exist at the end of 
September, following self- 
liquidation at a general meet¬ 
ing March 29. 

Tindall said the steering 
committee for the new bureau 
would likely include repre- 
siHitatives from the munici¬ 
palities. the business commu¬ 
nity, the Vancouver Island 
Publicity Bureau and the 
Greater Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Both publicity bureau and 
the chamber have offered 
their services to run the 
bureau from the end of Seii- 
tember as an interim mea¬ 
sure so as to avoid a "hiatus" 
in oi)eration. 


Chamber president, lawyer 
Ken Murphy, said Wednes¬ 
day; "We are naturally inter¬ 
ested in the bureau carrying 
on. We stand ready to ad¬ 
minister it on an interim 
basis, but the money has 
to come fiom som^were." 

Tindall says his plan will be 
for a bureau that will cemeem 
itself solely with "hosting" 
tourists once they are in Vic¬ 
toria and not ^'ith "external 
advertising" pr attracting 
tourists to Vancouver Island. 

He said the stinicture of the 
new bureau could be one of 
three alternatives:

Sam Lane,*Rytgoing Visitors 
and Oonventlwi Bureau pres-' 
ident, said it was imperative 
the new bureau should not 
just serve "seoticmal, selfish 
interests." He thought it 
would be a "helluva good 
idea" for the Vancouver Is¬ 
land Publicity Bureau to run 
it. 

He agreed with Tindall that 
the crucial issue was cost¬ 
sharing and though it had 
been "hammered out ad in¬ 
finitum", politicians and busi¬ 
nessman ' had never come to 
any agreement as to "who 
should pay." He said the visi¬ 
tors and convention bureau 
was "the ham between the 
sandwich" as it attempted to 
get money out of both parties.

‘Possibly Millions’ 
Of Herrinff Killed 


A series of fish kills in and 
near Neroutsos Inlet, includ¬ 
ing <Mie in July, 1972, that in¬ 
volved "thousands and thou¬ 
sands and possibly millions" 
of immature herring, was de¬ 
scribed Wednesday at the 
Rayonier-Port Alice pollution 
hearing. 

Federal fisheries officer 
Rob Wilson, in charge of the 
Quatsino sulMlistrict on north 
Vancouver Island, also told of 
the death of a clam bed just 
across the inlet from the 
Rayonicr pulp mill, which dis¬ 
charges raw sulphite waste 
into the water. 

He was speaking at the 
ninth and final day of testimo¬ 
ny in the appeal by Rayonier 
against portions of an anti- 
pollution permit that would 
cost the firm $42 million with¬ 
in the next six years. 

Wilson mentioned eight sub¬ 
stantial fish kills since Feb¬ 
ruary. 1972, which he blamed 
oh |K)IJuticm In the water. 

The biggest, he said, was 
reported in July, 1972. but two 
beachcombers near the mouth 
of Neroutsos Inlet .who said 
they saw "literally acres of 
immature herring flipping on 
the surface and dying be¬ 
tween Cross Island and Bu- 
cholz Rock." 

Wilson said he was told ttiis 
mass death had been going on 
for two or three days in water 
ttiat was "very black" and 
gave off fumes that smelled 
like sewer gas. The water had 
visibility to a depth of two 
inches. 

Some of the other reported 
kUls: 

• Feb. 2. 1972: A large 
number of fierring was killed 
during drMging operations 
near the Port Alice wharf. 

Wilson said the dragging re¬ 
leased hydrogen sulphite gas 
from the bed of the inl6t. 
which is covered'with a layer 
of pulp fibres. 


• June 27, 1972: Herring, 
anchovies and rockfish num¬ 
bering between 1,000 and 1^500 
were found dead on the 
beaches of Quatsino Sound 
just north of Drake Island. 

• March 13. 1973: Dredg¬ 
ing near the Port Alice mill 
again led to the death of more 
thai^J.OOO herring, 

• March 27; Between 300 
and 500 herring were killed 
near the mill, and a check of 
the sewer outfall showed the 
presence of chlorine, in the 
amount of 2.25 parts i>er mil¬ 
lion (ppm). 

9 April 19: Several 
hundi'ed herring dead, with 
1.75 ppm of rhlorine. 

' • April Jb: With the chlo¬ 
rine level at 3 ppm, a "few- 
hundred" more herring are 
killed. ^ 

• June 26: About 70 Pacif¬ 
ic hake were found dead on 
the surface of the water near 
tlie mill’s wood plant. 

Wilson s|)oke of seagulls 
swooping dcnvTi on herring 
who "comqh to the surface 
gulping for air ... thrashing 
about in a stunned condition" 
after dredging operations to 
allow large freighters to gel 
to the dock. 

He said he found a large 
number of clam shells near a 
creek opposite the mill. 
"There was obviously a large 
population of clams there at 
one time but they had died off 
for some reason." 

Wilson added that at times. 
A blanket of foam eight to 10 
inches tMck and stretching "a 
good two acres" can be seen 
on the inlet in the vicinity of 
the wood plant. 

In the earlier testimony be¬ 
fore the three-member B.C. 
Pollution Control Board panel 
Wetlnesday, marine scientist 
Darcy Goyette said ttiat the 
mill’s current policy of 
operating for five days, and 


shutting dawn for two, to 
meet oxygen level require¬ 
ments in the inlet may not be 
a good idea. 

He said the stop-start policy 
creates pollution traps for 
fish, in efffect sending out 
wails of polluticxi which head 
out toward Quatsino Sound. 

A better idea, he continued, 
would be for the mill to 
operate at a continuous rate 
with a 30-pcr-cent cutback in 
production, until a recovery 
boiler is built in 1975. 

The hearing, at Victoria 
Law Courts, is expected to 
end Friday with final- ar¬ 
guments by lawyers from 
Rayonier and tlie Pollution 
Control Branch. 


Camirfire and possible tra¬ 
velling restrictions are under 
consideration by the B.C; 
Forest Service a spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

Ojntinuation of the present 
hot. dry weather combined 
with the carelessness of tra¬ 
vellers could bring the restric- i. 
lions, he said. 

Nearly all of the 64 forest 
fires ^ri^ich have started in 
the province during the past 
two days i^ere caused by 
carelessness—careless smok¬ 
ers, children pla>ing with 
matches, and escaped camp 
fires. 

The Forest Service state¬ 
ments came as ma.ior logging 
c<)m|>anies were forced to cut 
back on o|>praliona. 

Cowichan Cut 

R.C Forest' Pioducts has 
close<l its CoNvnehan l/)gging 
Division operation, while Muir 
Creek operations, a joint ven¬ 
ture of BCFP and MacMillan 
Bloedel has reduced staff 
from 25 to 15 men because of 
the fire hazard. 

BCFP also closed all Its 
Fraser Valley operations on 
the mainland, at Pitt Lake, 
Silver River, Narrows Inlet, 
Malibu, Port Douglas and 
American Creek, putting 
about 180 men out of work. 

The Renfrew logging diiri- 
sion. employing 150 men. was 
to close Wednesday morning, 
but a fog bank brought need¬ 
ed mo’sture and ojierations' 
are contimiing on an hour by 
hour basis. 

Danger Index 

Cinwn Zellerbach has par¬ 
tial closures at Courtenaj', 
Ladysmith and Nitinat be¬ 
cause of the fire hazard, with 
company officials using the 
federal government foresbfire 
danger system index as a 
guide. 

MacMilan Bloedel has no 
closures yet, but crews are 
working an early morning 
shift, which is usually cut 
short because of the heat. 

BCFP will continue ix)ad 
building operations on the Is¬ 
land and will concentrate fire¬ 
fighting equipment along road 
beds during the construction 
program. 

According to the forest ser- 
\ice there are no serious fires 
burning on the Island at 
present, although the forests 
are becoming tinder dry. 

Biggest Blaze 

Biggest blaze is one about 
20 miles southwest of Camp¬ 
bell River which is now under 
control after covering 40 
acres. There are 112 fires 
burning in the province at the 
present time, which are being 
fought by 754 men. several 
flying tankers and 30 bulldoz¬ 
ers, according to die forest 
service.

They feel 
that direct intervention by the 
minister is the only hope of 
small groups. 

She jointed out that the pro¬ 
posal had been approved and 
endorsed in committee before 
goir^ to the full boaid. with 
lx)ard chairman Jim Camp¬ 
bell’s recommendation for 
change. 

The board members, she 
said, had then thrown aside 
weeks of careful consideration 
by board staff and committee 
members to make a quick de¬ 
cision contrary to all recom¬ 
mendations. 

"1116 question is." she told 
the minister in a letter, "what 
magic is there wdiich enables 
a person to make an on-the- 
spot decisiem more valid than 
one which has been deliber¬ 
ated for many weeks."

MONTREAL (CP) — In 
three years the Olympic 
flame will be lit ki Montreal 
marking the beginning of the 
Summer (^mes. 

But despite the fact the 
opening ceremony is still 36 
months away, it has not dis¬ 
couraged almost 40,000 people 
from applying for tickets for 
their favorite events. 

E. Howard Radford, former 
president of the Chadian 
Olympic Association and now 
secretary-treasurer of the or¬ 
ganizing committee for the 
1976 Games, says that re¬ 
quests received so far present 
an over-all demand for ap¬ 
proximately 160,000 tickets, 
with most askem selecting 
more than one event to attend 
between the opening and Ihe 
Aug. 1 closing. 

*‘So far all requests are ac¬ 
knowledged and the writer is 
told that when a ticket agent 
is appointed in his country, 
that agent will get in touch 
with Wm," Radford said. 
“Each reply shows the date 
the ticket request was re¬ 


ceived at organizing commit¬ 
tee headquarters here.’* 

Montreal Mayor Jean Dra- 
peau said, ”We estimate diere 
will be about 700,000 epecta- 
tors who want to get in, and 
the main stadiun will hold 
only 70,000.” 

Ticket requests have been 
received^^posUy from the 
United ^at^, although quite 
a few have be^ from Canada, 
Great Britain, Eurepe and 
Australia. 

Eventually, a complete in¬ 
ventory erf the tickets will be 
controlled by a computer. 
Thus open dates and open 
venues will be known at bead- 
quarters at all times. 

“For an Interim period 
agents will have an allotment 
of tickets for their own 
countiy,” Radford said. “If 
certain tickets don’t move in 
one country, they'll be shifted 
to another where there is a 
demand.” 

So far no prices have been

Tunis Raises 2.000’Year-Old Stink

TUNIS “ The capital this 
lovely North African wxmtry 
has a malodorous prcAiIem of 
pd]utk)rt—one that has exist¬ 
ed fur tSKNJsands of years but 
may yet be &lved, 

TTie city of 800,000 residents 
sprawls around the shallow 
I^e of Tunda. which develops 
a stench that has to be' 
smelled to be believed. ^ 

The problem is not a new 
one. Scipao Africanus, who 
trounced IlarviBbal end his el¬ 
ephants in the Second Punic 
War end wiped out Carthage, 
complained about it Ip hl^ 
diary. In letters home, so did 
the Roman legionnaires who 
camped by the lake. 

Today’s readdents describe 
the nauseating odors in terms 
no less graphic than their 
Roman predecessors. 

“You can’t believe it," said 
one. "At times, you almost 
have Id stop your car because 
your atom^ is heaving so 
much. You try not to breathe 
but it is in^nssiblle.” 

Each day,, the cdty of Tunis 
poura ell ^ its raw sewage— 
about 60.000 cubic metres—liv 
to the 6,000-acre lake, which 
averages no more than three 
feet in depth and as gettdng 
shallower. A hydro-electiric 
plant pumps in hot water and 
city dumps line the banks. 

If something isn’t done, it is 
estdmated that more than tri¬ 
ple the present amount of 
sewage will be flow^ daily 
into the lake by 1995. 

The virtually stagnant lake 
smells because of the daily 
input of organic materiall, the 
lack of oxygenation due to its 
shallow depth and the in¬ 
creased output of hydrogen 
sulphide-^which every 
youngster knows is what you 
use to make stink bombs. 

All of this results in a com¬ 
plicated and unstable ecologi¬ 
cal ba]£mce, which ' almost 
every year causes the death 
(rf $250,000 wortli of fish, who 
float belly-up in the hot sun to 
add to the stench. 

The lake at such times gets 
soupy and thick and then 
turns a hrilUant pink in what 
has become familiar on the 
B.C. coast and parts of the 
CaMtonda shoreline as the 
"red The smell at such 
times becomes unbearable. 

Furthermore, it Is suspect¬ 
ed that the podscm produced 
may be transmitted to 
humans through shellfish 
harvested from the lake. 

"If the American aid pro¬ 
gram could solve this prob¬ 
lem, we would be grateful for¬ 
ever," said one Tunisian. 

No aid development money 
has yet been spent on the lake 
but the U.S. aid director for 
Tunisia, Sumner Gerard, has 
taken a personal interest in 
the problem. 

"It’s a moral problem for 
Tunis," Gerard said, pointing 
out that the smell permeates 
government buildings, drives 
customers away from side¬ 
walk cafes on the main boule¬ 
vard, discourages tourism 
and results in the waste of 
much potentially valuable 
real estate edong the lake- 
shore. 

"The fact that it has been a 
probleon for 2,000 years does 
not mean it cannot be solved," 
Gerard declared. 

The aid director’s interest 
has resulted in a 250,000 dol¬ 
lar study of the lake by the 
U.S. environmental pollution 
agency and the Smithsonian

He Wants To TeacK Tiny

SAN DIEGO. Calif. — I^k 
into almost any kinderKartan 
classroom, and what do you 
tee? 

A woman teacher reignirfR 
over an assortment of tiny 
itoU. 

Dave Edwards, for 
one. doesn't like it. 

Whal he objects to Is the 
almost exclusive female dom¬ 
ination of the kindergarten 
and first-grade classes. 

Just because most teachers 
on those levels ere women, 
doesn’t mean that men 
couldn't do as good a job — or 
better, he believes. 

And he’s trying, personally, 
to change the situation. 

An education student, Ed¬ 
wards wants to be a kinder¬ 
garten teacher. 

"Men have as much respon¬ 
sibility as women to he^ 


young children form their at¬ 
titudes and values, and that 
Includes sharing their lives 
with chUdran in tiie* 
classroom,” he says. 

"People think that men 
can’t kneel down and wipe 
runny noses nor patch skinned 
knees and dry tears. Rut most 
fathers can do that pretty 
well.” 

□ 

Edwards, 24. a slightly built 
fellow with shaggy blond hair 
flop{)ing boyishly ov^ his left 
eye, speaks softly but eagerly. 
As he sits, his sl^lders stoof) 
slightly as though he’s about 
to reach forward, giving the 
impression that he has al¬ 
ready spent many hours lean¬ 
ing down to listen to children. 

In fact, he and his wife, a 
jurtior high school teacher, 
have no children. Rut he diti 
get a wealth of expenence 
woi'king with children while 


employed by a nursery 
school. His practice teaching, 
while studying at California 
State University. San Diego, 
has reinforced his idea that 
he likes teaching tmy tots the 
best. 

But kindergarten is still a 
woman’s world, and Edwards 
knows that H will be difficult 
for him to break in success¬ 
fully. 

Still, he’s putting up a 
manly battle. 

□ 

To. di.scover the odds and 
the attitudes of school ad- 
ministratohi towards having 
men in the kindergarten and 
first grade, Edwards mailed a 
questionnaire to 46 school dis¬ 
tricts. inducting two in Neva- 
Mla. the others all in Scnithern 
California. He asked questions 
atxnd die ratio of men to 
women teaching in kindergar¬ 
tens and first grades, the de¬ 
sirability of having men in 


those classrooms, and the ef¬ 
forts of the school district to 
get men at those levels. 

R^ponses came in from 41 
of the.distric^ts, a gcxtd return. 
But the results surprised even 
him. 

I.«ss than one per cent of 
the kindergarten -and first 
grade teachers in the districts 
surveyed are men. 

Restxxises from school su¬ 
perintendents ranged from 
those who highly favored hav¬ 
ing more men at the lower 
grades to one who told him: 
"Men don't understand the 
needs of children.” ' 

Edwards reacts with some 
anger: 

"Ihis Is cra/y,” he said. 
"That’s like di.scrimination 
against women in reverse.” 

Ihe statistical results of Ed¬ 
wards’ survey showed a re¬ 
vealing contradiction. While 
the majority of school super¬ 
intendents favored the idea ol 


men teaching in some kinder¬ 
garten and first-grade posts, 
the majority said they don’t 
put-the idea into practice. 

A few districts mentioned 
that they have recently shuf¬ 
fled scxne teachers so more 
men would teach kindergar¬ 
ten and first grade, moving 
some of the women teachers 
from those levels into higher 
grades. 

□ 

One note of encouragement 
came from Wilson Riles, Cali- 
fmnia sup>erintendent of pub¬ 
lic instruction, who wrote: 

“Ther^ are many kinder¬ 
garten children who would 
benefit by having men teach¬ 
ers,! am sure, since so many 
pupils come from homes 
where the father figure Ls^b- 
sent.” 

Edwards woiVies abmrt "the 
femini/.ation of school in the 
minds of little boys." 

"Studies have shown that

little boys see s<-hool as a 
feminine area, because they 
go U) school and see al! those 
women teachers in the lower 
grades. 

"Research has also shown 
that little boys don’t do as 
well in s<!hool as little girls in 
the early grades. There could 
be a relationship.” 


IMwards thinks he may 
concentrate his graduate re¬ 
search on this area: how does 
the absence of men in lower- 
grade classrooms affect the 
values of children? 

He’s also worneri about lit¬ 
tle gii-Ls from broken homes 
without fathers, who g<i 
through kintlergailen and 


fir.st grade and still don't get 
a chance to learn to deal with 
men. 

And he's worried about 
whatever it is in society that 
slei-eotypes men as too hard 
or tOd uncaring to be able to 
respond to children's needs 
unless th€v*e'R sometJilng 
wrong with the man.

But short, medium or tall, 
you can go through any food 
market and come out with a 
long list of "Why Don’t 
Theys?” 

Why don’t they promole 
more women into managerial 
posts in the markets, for in¬ 
stance? 

They could better help 
translate the needs of the 
shopper, usually the woman 
of the house. Instead, the girls 
usually arc relegated to the 
checkout counters. 

Thanks to the whole con¬ 
sumer movement, we’re get¬ 
ting more breaks with such 
things as unit pricing, dating 
dairy products to assure that 
we're getting the fresh milks 
and cheeses and improving 
packaging. Some states re¬ 
quire that pre-cut meats lie 
displayed in clear,- see- 
through packages. 

Sometimes, though, the see- 
throughs give a view of the 
top of, say, a sirloin, The bot¬ 
tom is invisible because all 
the plastic wrapping has been 
folded there. And pre¬ 
packaged fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles often are wrapped so that 
the bad side or soft spots 
won’t show. 

All of which brings up my 
semi-annual list of "Why 
Don’t Theys?", some of them 
garnered from nay own expe¬ 
rience, some from neighbors, 
and some from National Fam¬ 
ily Opinion, Inc., a market 
research organization which 
uses some .100,000 homemak¬ 
ers as panelists. 

Why don't they find a pric¬ 


ing stamp with purfile that 
doe.sn’t fade in the store but 
waits until yoO get I he prod¬ 
uct home so the purple can 
end up OT a kitchen center. 

Why don’t they cease over¬ 
salting many canned prod¬ 
ucts? TTie seasoning-plus 
makes it more difficult for the 
person on a salt-free diet, and 
some of u.s. although permit¬ 
ted salt, would rather have 
less if it and more of actual 
food content. 

Why not gi\e u.s more lean 
In canned meats? The fat ei¬ 
ther. ha.s to he trimmed off 
some meats or else you eat 
the product and worry alxxil 
cholesterol levels. 


Make ea.sily readable direc¬ 
tions on jiackages. Too many 
are in too fine print and often 
about the same color as the. 
cf)ntaincr. 

Why don't food market* quit 
stocking 'goods in damaged 
cans and still charge the reg¬ 
ular price? If the cans are 
damaged, but not enough to 
cause a health hazard, why 
don’t they offer them at r**- 
duced prices? 

Why don't they develop 
bacon packaging that Is easy 
to open and that also doesn’t 
hide the fatty bits and pieces? 

Why don’t they stop cheat¬ 
ing on contents with canned 
or jarred fruit with too much 
syrup and not emugh fruit?

‘Some Marriages 
Just Not Right’ 


MONTREAL <CP) — 
Parents who stay together 
“for the sake of the children” 
can do more harm than good, 
• aya Dorothy Freeman, 
pre^essor of social work at 
McGUl University. 

“If there’s re^ misery and 
no potential in a marriage, 
then a divea^e is best,” said 
Dr. Freeman. 

’Tt’s better to take a child 
out of a home atmosphere of 
hate and tension.” 

Dr. Freeman, who has been 
a marriage consultant for 13 
years and trains marriage 
counsellors, said the child 
ahould stay with the mother 
after a divorce but have an 
older male figure to relate to. 

”Pe<^le who marry young 
sometimes find out they 
<hange and grow to haw dif¬ 
ferent goals. Then there are 


some marriages which are a 
constant competitive fencing 
match. ^ 

“Communication is the 
most Important thing in a 
marriage,” she said, adding 
thak some types of marriage 
ai*e just not, right. 

“In others, partners build a 
wall between themselves and 
thelr’s is literally a dead mar¬ 
riage. Others are a destruc¬ 
tive kind.” 

Dr. Freeman said that mar¬ 
riage counselling can help sal¬ 
vage some of these marriage 
situations. 

She said she believes mar¬ 
riage as an institution is not 
dead. 

“As long as we hav's chil¬ 
dren there will have to be 
some continuity of child rear¬ 
ing. Children need ongoing 
care from a maternal figure.”

lued plant in the lawn but a 
despised weed in a gravel 
drivoway. Blackberries are 
noxious weeda in Australia, 
invading the grazing lands 
and fm^t by every available 
means. 

The water hyacinth, a love¬ 
ly aquatic plant for the or¬ 
namental pool, is choking 
streams and watenvays in 
tropical countries, and a 
sm^l army of men is em¬ 
ployed the year round to keep 
the Panama Canal clear of 
tUis "weed.” 

Even the hated couch grass 
isn’t always a weed. I had a 
letter recently from a lady 
whose home Is emld sand 
dunes, and she telb me the 
only grass that would "take" 
In hCT shifting ground was 
couch. It makes a rather 
coarse and tufty lawn by our 
standards, but at least it is 
green underfoot and it keeps 
the soils from blowing away. 

For most of us, though, 
couch grass is still one of the 
most persistent and difficult

'weeds we have to conterKl 
with. 

Whether you ceil it couch— 
pit>i)ounced "coocl)” — or 
quack grass or twitch.Jt is an 
unending headache, spreading 
by seeds \^'hich are produced 
in ^reat profusion on mature 
plants, and by direct Invasion 
of its creeping, uhite, un> 
derground stolons. 

In cultivated ground, heoing 
or rototUIing doesn't help 
much—in fact, it can help 
spread the pest, for chopping 
tire roots to bits simply makes 
a dozen plants spring up for 
each one there was before. 
Every tiny bit of succulent 
white root is capable of 
sprouting into a new plant. 

On temporarily unused 
ground, Dalapon Grass Killer 
will give A kill; this is a 
powder which is disserved in 
water and sprayed or watered 
on the leaves, where the ac> 
tive ingredient is absorbed 
through the leaf pores and 
into the sap. then ciretdated 
to the roots where k kills 
them quite effectively^. Nothing 
may be grown in a Dalapon^ 
tre/ited plot for si.x to eight 
weeks. 


For cultivated ground in ac¬ 
tive use—say, between the 
rows in the vegetable plot or 
between plants In a flower bed 
—if is better to dig it out by 
hand, making sure you get all 
tlie root, or spot-treat it with 
WeedKite, a weedkiller which 
kills ALL green plants but 
leaves no injurious residues in 
tlie soil. Couch grass may re¬ 
generate from the roots after 
U’eedRite, but persistent 
chemical wreeding will keep it 
under control. 

Obviously, neither Dalapon 
nor Weedflite can be used 
against couch grass in the 
lawn, for they kill ALL 
grasses. In fact, no chemical 
control has been discovered 
foi* couch grass in the lawn. 

There is, however, a way of 
managing your lawn which 
will eradicate the couch while 
encouraging the lawn grasses. 
This technique was developed 
at the U.S. Experimental Sta¬ 
tion at BeltsvilJe, Maryland, 
where most of America’s turf 
research is centred. 

The first step is to set up 
the mower so it is cutting two 
inches high. The effect of 
such high mowing is a ecune-

what shaggy lawn, but'this it 
quite essential to the treat¬ 
ment. 

Next, mow the lawn twice a 
week throughout the growing 
season, whether you think it 
needs it or not. Actually, tins 
isn’t nearly as much work as 
it sounds, for with the mower 
set high, and with only three 
day’s growth on the grass, 
you can whip through the 
chore in nothing flat. More¬ 
over. the mowings are \’ery 
small and fine and needn’t be 
gathered up nor raked. 

TTuiMmjjijUg^nint feed your 
lawn wim a^ good lawn fer¬ 
tilizer .every four weeks 
through the growing season. 
The applications may be a Ut¬ 
ile lighter than the usual 
once-a-year dressing, for the 
trick here Is to keep the grass 
growing hard, without any 
letup or slowdown all sum¬ 
mer. Plenty of water is, of 
course, a must. 

'This regime of high mow¬ 
ing, frequent mowing and 
heavy feeding thickens ^ the 
good grasses in your lawn but 
weakens the invader, for it 
has a naturally taller habit of 
growth and suffers more from 
this constant beheading. 

The job may take a year or 
more, but if followed consci¬ 
entiously, every single tuft of 
couch grass will gradually die 
out from your lawn.

death — and we are often 
caught unawares. 

Yet, the average man ref¬ 
uses to admit to his eupersiti- 
* tions, like the wxtman in the 
familiar story. Asked to de¬ 
scribe her favxDrite supersti¬ 
tion, she replied, as she 
touched wood: “Thank God! 
I haven't any.” 

* ★ ★ 

SiQ^erstitition is irrational 
behavior, dressed in a garb 
which gives it rational ap¬ 


pearance. Instead of exercis¬ 
ing the divine gift of reason 
and intelligent insight we vic¬ 
timize ourselves by Irraitional' 
thought: 

' It is sometLmes easier and 
less taxing to blame cxir fail¬ 
ure of “forces” outside of our 
power —. we escape the tor¬ 
ments or reason, v^lch, after 
all, is another way of defining 
conscience. 

We falsely blame our lack 
of success upon the empty 
bottles we may have pas^ 
that day on the way to the of¬ 
fice. We feared, doubted, '‘es¬ 
caped” from reality or 
shunned responsibility — and 
thus failed. 

The empty bottles, however, 
convenient “reason” for 
“explaining” the failure we 


refuse to think about or bear 
on our own shoulders.

To cut through much of our 
confusion, a word of darlfica- 
lion is necessary about the 
difference between the ratio¬ 
nal, the irrational and the 
non-ratica»I activities of man.

A 12-pound coho taken at 
Otter Point on Jim Gilbert’s 
new Krippled Herring hire 
Sdnday has oaptui'ed the coho 
lead dn the King Fisherman 
Contest. 

Bob Blacklaws, manager of 
Wocioo’s sporting goods sec¬ 
tion, was fishing with Gilbert 
getting some first-hand tips 
on how to fish the new lures 
when he got his leader. He 
was using anchovy in the new 
halt head, flasher, one pound 
of weight and 125 feet of line. 

Gilbert’s new Krip^ed Her- 
ring heads, which are not 
going on sale at all tackle 
shops, comes in two sizes — 
No. 1 for use with five to sdx- 
inch herring or anchovies and 
No. 2, with a wider heed to 
take six to THdnch herring or 
anchovies. 

’The smaller head baa a sin¬ 
gle treble hook, but the bigger 
one uses a tandem hook 
setup, with a single hook at 
the terminal end and a treble 
hook which must be set in the 
bait get the desired action. 

Gilbert has been developing 
his new lure for 15 years and 
has sipent five years testing it 
in Oowichan Bay, Saanich 
Inlet end Juan de Fuca Strait 
waters. 

It has a confroDable action 
and Ms action is totally depen¬ 
dent upon the curve that is 
put fai it when the book b set 
to the bait. 

Gilbert has designed it espe¬ 
cially for fishing with ancho¬ 
vies. 

He says west coast fish, be¬ 
fore entering Juan de Fuca 
Strait, feed on large schools 
of anchovies to Quatsino and 
Barkley Sounds. ’They are 
conditioned to take anchovies 
when they enter Juan de Fuca 
Strait, but the Georgia Strait 
are not so Interested to taking 
anchoviea, unless they have 
coma to from the west coast, 
he believes. 

Ha advises anglers to read 
the Instruction that cornea 
with the lure, because it b the 
action obtained that will catch 
the fish.

the house she said that our 
two neighbors •— Sarah Buck-’ 
ley and Mary Witheridge — 
were upon my life; and Imme¬ 
diately my wife had ease and 
Maiy Walcott was torment¬ 
ed.’* 

Mary Walcott, 16, was one 


of the group of teenage girls 
who would scream and cry 
and even go into comcuislons, 
claiming they were being at¬ 
tacked by invisible witches. 
The girls . later named the 
witches as friends and neigh¬ 
bors ranging in age from a 
five-year-old child to a grand¬ 
mother.

We will work 
hard," said 2S>year*old Helen 
Hcmjak afier the immigra* 
tion Service hearing. “I don't 
remember a moment in my 
life happier than now." 

Mrs. Homjak, her husband, 
Jan, 24, their daughter 


Agatha, 4, and her brother 
Robert Kolompar, 20, arrived 
here from Milan, Italy. July 8 
with stolen West German 
passports they had purchased 
in Europe. > 

For the next four days they 
were shuttled across the At¬ 


lantic four more times, to 
Frankfurt, Germany, where 
their passports were 
catod. and back to Milan, 
where authorities sent them 
back to New York because 
they had no papers. At Tues> 
day's hearing, a U.S. im¬ 


migration judge ordered the 
four excluded from the 
country because they were 
“natives of Poland with no 
..valid papers to admit them to 
the United States'.’ 

The family's attorney, Joel 
Greei^jerg, eaid. "It'a UIm 


legal limbo. It means they are 
allowed to stay here indeh- 
*nitely. They can work, they 
can pay taxes, but they have 
no legal admission."^ 

William Guroek^ acting 
chief trial attorney for the im¬ 


migration service, said it Is 
“now to the U.S. govern¬ 
ment to remove them." 

"We have refused them per- 
missi<m to enter the country 
and we will see if the Italian 
government will take them 
back. 


“We will not go back to 
Poland. I am afraid to return 
to Poland," s^ Mrs. Hom- 
jak, holding her '^barefoot 
daughter, who during tho 
hearing had danced happily in 
the back of the courtroom.

^ North's fine heart suit and 
his complementing diamond 
honors justifiably led him to 
promote his values, and he 
made an immediate jump 
ehift South rebid three no 
trump, promising a spade 
stopper and a minimum 
- without heart support, and 
North had no- reason to bid 
further. 


West led his fourth-best 
spade, and declarer made 
the correct pday of dummy’s 
king, which held the trick. 
Declarer had seven top win¬ 
ners and needed two more 
to make his contract. A 
successful finesse in either 
red suit would turn the trick 
— which one should he try? . 

The more tempting one is 
the heart finesse. If that 
were to win, twice as many 
tricks might be available 
than in the dlamcmd suit. 
And, If declarer had thought 
only of overtricks, he would 
have finessed In hearts, and 
a spade return would have 
resulted in a lost cwtract. 

The winning procedure is 
to combine the play of both 
red suits. Since a finesse In 
either suit has the same sue- 
cess probability, declarer 
should add to his chances by 
attempting to drop a doubl- 
ton heart queen. If this does 
not succeed, he still has the 
50 per cent chance of the 
diamond finesse. 

In actual play declarer 
played correctly knd got a 
well-deserved reward. He 
played the two top hearts 
and, when East’s queen 
dropped obligingly, declarer 
was able to secR'e numerous 
overtricks. After takiilg a 
spade, six hearts and ttiree 
clubs he could well afford 
the diamond finesse, and he 
made four overtricks. 

An unusual twist The de¬ 
clarer Mho tries for the 
most number of overtrlcks 
goes down. He who plays ss 
safely as possible for the 
contract makes a maximum 
number of overtricks.

country.

sumer and Corporate Affairs 
Minister Herb Gray, would 
also require comi>anies cbai-

tered federally to conform 
within five years widi the pro¬ 
posed act. including the re¬ 
quirement for Canadian direc¬ 
tors. 

Gray said there are 270,000 
corporations in the country of 
which 10 per cent are federally 
Incorporated. His' dei>artment 
estimates lliese federal com¬ 


panies do up to 40 pel' cent 
the nation’s business. 

Ontario, where many of tlie 
country's large corporations 
are chartered, and B.C. have 
provincial regulations requir¬ 
ing that Canadians make U|) 
at least half the board of 
directors of a pro\incial com¬ 
pany.

But it was 
announced that exemptions 
from all controls will apply to 
small businesses, public utili¬ 
ty ■ rates, rents, the lumber 
and plywood industry, and 
raw agricultural products. 

When Phase IV Ls fullv in 
effect, companies will be al¬ 
lowed to raise prices to match 
boosts in production costs on 
a doIlar-for-doUar basis, with¬ 
out taking any extra for i»rofit 
— in effect a profits freeze. 

As in Phase n, wage in¬ 
creases will be limited to b.a 
per cent annually, plus 0.7 per 
cent for fringe benefits.

The proposed legislation in¬ 
cludes the concept of incorpo¬ 
ration "as a matter of right 
rather than privilege.’' simpli¬ 
fies incorporation procedures 
and contains new definitions 
of the rights and duties of 
directors. 

The ri^ls of shar^olders 
are mci'eased, pern>itting 
them to initiate bylaws and 
amendments, repeal existing 
bviaws, remove directors at 
aqy time by ordinary re.soUi- 
tion and amend a com{>any‘s 
articles of inconxiralion. 

In simplifying incorporation 
pi'occedings. any individual 
\V(Xild be able tn incoi*porate

There would be no need to

Labor-Front News 
Bad, Good and Bad 


PORT ALBERNT — Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel’s big Port Al- 
berni mill remained shut 
down for the 15th consecutive 
day Wednesday as office and 
electrical workers continued 
picketing the plant. More than 
il.200 men are affected by 
the dispute. 

And while there was good 
new’s in another Port Albemi 
dispute and elsewhere on the 
Island, there was more bad 
news from the mainland. 

In Port Alberni. some 100 
workers at MacMillan Bloe- 
del’s log dumps returned to 
work after a brief stoppage. 

And in Youbou. about 600 
workers at B.C. Forest Prod¬ 
ucts’* sawmill and veneer mill 
returned to woric Wednesday 
after a two-day walkout. 

But it vJ'as a different story 
on the mainland Wednesday. 

Four MacMillan Bloedel 
mills along Fraser River w ere 
shut down after pickets ap¬ 
peared overnight. 

The mills involved were 
Vancouver plywood division, 
Canadian White Pine sawmill, 
particleboard and si>eclalty 
board divisions. A total of 
about 1,800 workers is em¬ 
ployed at the four mills. 

Three of the mills were shut 
down ,for Tuesday’s grave¬ 
yard shift as well as Wednes¬ 
day’s day shift but the par¬ 
ticleboard division worked the 
graveyard shift using Tues¬ 
day’s afternoon workers who 
stayed to work an e.xtra shift. 

The International Wood- 
- workers of America, repre- 
f senting the workers, had not 
told the company the reason 
for the work stoppages but 
company officials believe it is 
amnected with a strike at the 
company’s Red Band shingle 
mill. / 

Syd Thompson, president of

the Vancouver local of the 
IWA, said he did not know 
what had happened. 

Union members at Red 
Band went on strike in June 
of 1972 after being removed 
from the forest industry 
master negotiations by the 
union. They were seeking a 
shorter work week and an 
hourly rate instead of piece 
work. 

John Billings, president of 
Forest Industrial Relations

BCFP will contimie road- 
building oiwrations on the Is¬ 
land and will concentrate fire¬ 
fighting cquipmwit along road 
beds during the consti*uction 
pre^ram. 

According to the forest ser¬ 
vice there are no serious fires 
burining and the Island at 
present, although the forests 
are becoming tinder-dry. 

Biggest blaze is about 20 
miles southwest of Campbell 
River, now under control 
after covering 40 acres. 

There are 112 fires burning 
in the province at the present 
time, being fought by 754 
men, several flying tankers 
and 30 bulldozers, accordii^ 
to the forest service. 

In Greenwood, 4,500 acres 
were destoyed in a fire that 
was started by an out-of-con¬ 
trol campfire, it was roix>il- 
eU.

Herring Kill Inv(4ved 
‘Possibly Millions’

A series of fish kills in 
and near Neroutsos 
Inlet, ini'luding one in 
July. 1972, that involved 
“thousands and thou¬ 
sands and possibly mil¬ 
lions” of immature her¬ 
ring, was described 
Wednesday at the Ray- 
onier-Port Alice pollution 
hearing. 

Federal fisheries officer 
Rob Wilson, in charge of the 
Quatsino sub-district on noi’th 
Vancouver Island, also told of 
the death of a clam bod just 
across the inlet from the 
Rayonier pulp mill, which dis¬ 
charges raw sulphite waste 
into the water. 

He was speaking at the 
ninth and final day of testimo-. 
ny in the appeal by Rayonier 
against portions of an anti¬ 
pollution permit that would 
cost the firm 542 million with¬ 
in the ne.Nt six years. 

Eight Instances 

Wilson mentioned eight sub¬ 
stantial fish kills since Feb¬ 
ruary, 1972, xriiich he blamed 
on t>oIlution in the water. 

The biggest, he said, was 
reported in July. 1972, but two 
beachcombers near the mouth 
of Neroutsos Inlet who said 
they saw "literally acres of 
immature herring flipping on 
the surface and dying be¬ 
tween Cross Island and Bu- 
cholz Rock.” 

Wilson said he was told this 
mass death had been going on 
for two or three days in water 
that was "very black” and 
gave off fumes that smelled 
like sewer gas. The water had 
visibility to a depth of two 
inches. 

Some of the other rc{)orted 
kills: 

• Feb. 2. 1972: A large 
number of hening was killed 
during dredging operations 
near the Port Alice wharf. 

Sulphite Gas 

Wilson said the dragging re¬ 
leased hydrogen sulphite gas 
from the bed of the inlet, 
which is covered with a layer 
of pulp fibres. 

• June 27, 1972: Herring, 
anchovies and rockfish num¬ 
bering between 1.000 and 1,500 
were found dead on the 
beaches of Quatsino Sound 
just north of Drake Island. 

• March 13, 1973: Dredg¬ 
ing near the Port Alice mill 
again led to the death of more 
than 1.000 herring. 

% March 27 f Between '300 
and 500 herring were killed 
near the mill, and a check of 
the sew’er outfall showed the 
presence of chlorine, in the 
amount of 2.25 parts per mil¬ 
lion (ppm). 

• April 19: Several 
hundred herring dead, with 
1.75 ppm of chlorine. 

• April 20: With the chlo¬ 
rine level at 3 ppm. a "few 
hundred” more herring are 
killed. 

• '^Jufie 26: About 70 Pacif¬ 
ic hake were found dead on 
the surface of the water near 
the mill’s wood plant. 

Wilson spoke of seagulls 
swooping down on herring 


who "come to the surface 
gulping for air ... thrashing 
about in a stunned condition” 
after dredging o|>eratlons to 
allow large freightera to get 
to the dock. 

He said he found a large 
number of clam shells near a 
creek opi>osite the mill. 
“There was obviously a large 
population of clams there at 
one time but they had died off 
for some reason.” 

Wilson added that at times, 
a blanket of foam eight to 10 
inches thick and stretching "a 
g(Mxl two acres” can be seen 
on the inlet in the vicinity oC 
the wood plant. 

Marine Expert 

In the earlier testimony be¬ 
fore the three-member B.C. 
Pollution CX>ntrol Board panel 
Wednesday, marine scientist 
Darcy Goyette said that the 
mill’s current policy of 
operating for five days, and 
shutting down for two, to 
meet oxygen level require¬ 
ments in the inlet may not be 
a good idea. 

He said thi stop-start policy 
creates pollution traps for 
fish, in efffect sending out 
walls of pollution which head 
out toward Quatsino Sound. 

A better idea, he continued, 
would be for the mill to 
ojicrate at a continuous rate 
with a SO-per-cenl cutback in 
production, until a recovery 
boiler is built in 1975. 


A large part of the day was 
taken up with Rayonier law¬ 
yer Edward Chiasson at¬ 
tempting to break down 
Goyette’s testimony that a 
trend of declining oxygen 
levels in the receiving waters 


has been obvious since 1957, 
The liearing, at Victoria 
Law Courts,/is expected to 
end Friday -witli final ar¬ 
guments by lawyers from 
Rayonier and the Pollution 
Contiol Branch. 


‘Emergency^ Run 
For Chase River

NANAIMO — The entire 
fish population Of the Chase 
River south of Nanaimo could 
be wiped out if the current 
spell of hot weather and dry¬ 
ing wind confinues. 

A s|)okesman for the fish 
and wildlife branch said 
Wednesday that low water 
level, high temperature and 
the resultant overcrowding 
for fish have combined to 
create an "emergency situa¬ 
tion." 

It came about when a recre¬ 
ation reservoir on the river 
vtas drained for cleaning. This 
reduced the flow of tlie tinv 
river and jeoptirdizod the fish 
life. Then, with the advent of 
the hot weather, the intTeased 
use of water bv Nanaimo resi¬ 
dents and Uve Inereased evap¬ 


oration. the overflow from an 
upstream dam was eliminat¬ 
ed. 

fJespIte pleas from the fish 
ami wildlife branch for addi¬ 
tional water restrictions, an 
all-time record consumption 
of water was recorded Tues¬ 
day. The spokesman said It is 
not unusual for the dam over¬ 
spill to stop during the day. 
Tlie overnight spill had been 
replenishing the river. 

But for the last several 
days consumption and evajKi- 
ration has been great enough 
to stop the flow both day and 
night. ^

Fines ^Not Having They ShoultV 

Impaired Drivers on Roiad to

Starting Tuesday, Sept. 4, 
short jail terms and tougher 
licence suspensions will be¬ 
come the normal penalty in 
Victoria Provincial Court’s 
traffic section for first im¬ 
paired-driving offenders — in¬ 
stead of the present fines und 
partial st^pensions. 

Presiding traffic Judge 
Harold Alder, who said a 
month ago he was considering 
such a move, made the an¬ 


nouncement Tuesday and said 
advance warning was being 
given because the traffic sec¬ 
tion’s trial calendar was al¬ 
ready just about filled for 
July and August. 

That means any person 
charged with imi>aired driving 
in Victoria. Saanich. Oak Bay. 
Esquimau and Colwood could 
— if he, pleads not guilty on 
first appearing in court—face 
a jail term should his trial in 
September or later result in 
a conviction. 

Alder said jail ternis will 


not be the mandatory penalty 
for all first impaired-driving 
offences but indicated fines 
will become the exception 
rather than the rule. 

He said sentences may run 
from one day to not more 
tlian six days with most of the 
longer terms being served on 
consecutive ,two-day week- 
end.s. 

Ttie ,Tule for licence suspen- 
sions/will have two parts — 
the Shorter the jail term, the 
longer the suspension and an 
end to partial suspensions 


that allow motorists to drive 
to and from work. 

Alder said the only excep¬ 
tion will be for the motorist 
who / needs his licence at 
work, like a person who 
drives a truck within a con¬ 
struction site. 

The standi^'d penalty now 
for a fii*st impair^-driving of¬ 
fence is a 5350 fine plus a 
three-month licence sus|)en- 
sion that’s complete if the mo¬ 
torist doesn’t need his car for 
woi*k and partial otherwise.
